Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk. 

The  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  is  used  for  all  samples. 

132  samples  were  submitted  to  the  County  Bacteriologist,  76  of 
these  passed  and  56  failed. 

Tuberculosis  Examination  of  Milk  samples. 

25  samples  from  bulk  supplies  of  milk  were  obtained  and  forwarded 
to  the  County  Bacteriologist  to  be  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli  by  means  of  guinea  pig  inoculation. 

Two  samples  taken  from  milk  supplied  by  producers  whose 
premises  are  outside  the  Urban  District  gave  positive  results,  the 
infected  animals  were  traced  and  dealt  with  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture in  accordance  with  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

22  samples  gave  negative  results  and  one  owing  to  the  premature 
death  of  the  inoculation  guinea  pig  was  reported  as  inconclusive.

Five  informal  samples  of  milk  were  examined  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Office,  this  informal  examination  of  samples  enables  a close 
supervision  to  be  maintained  at  a minimum  of  cost. 


Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928. 

10  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  a total  of  15,521  gallons 
of  petroleum-spirit. 

One  licence  to  store  40  gallons  of  petroleum  mixture  was  granted. 
The  amount  of  fees  received  by  the  Local  Authority  was  £ 5 15s.  Od. 
75  inspections  were  made  under  the  Act. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

House  and  trade  refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  a contractor 
working  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Modern  vehicles  of  the  rear  loading  type  and  fitted  with  movable 
rubber  floors  are  in  use  and  have  proved  efficient.  1,160  loads  of 
house  refuse  and  67  loads  of  trade  refuse  were  collected  during  the 
yeai , this  is  a reduction  in  the  amount  collected  and  was  to  be  expected 
as  many  articles  formerly  thrown  away  as  refuse  are  now  saved  and 
collected  by  the  Salvage  Department. 

Street  Cleansing.  Sweeping  of  the  Streets  is  carried  out  by 
workmen  in  the  employ  of  the  Council,  since  the  early  part  of  July  the 
collection  and  removal  of  the  sweepings  has  also  been  by  direct  labour. 

Salvage  work  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year,  all  houses 
in  the  town  area  are  visited  once  each  week  and  fortnightly  visits  are
